Statistics 1On Four Largest
Cities Now In Hands
of Committee

With all preliminary work now
completed, the dounty committee
on governmental simplification bhe-
gan this week on the survey of
this city and the other 43 munici-
palities of the county, it

was an-

nounced today by Gordon Whitnall,
director.

Burveys of Pasadena, Glendale
and Long HBeach were completed

several weeks ago. Since then, the
technical  committee  has  been
working out a  €omprehensive
method of cflassification which will
be the pattern for the other 4)
cities, Whitnall stated.

“Volume of data gathered in the
surveys immense, and it must
be properly classified in order that
we may get the most out of it,”
‘Whitnall explained. The work of
gathering the needed statistics on
the remaining 41 cities will be  a
simple matter, as three of the four
largest cities in the county have
been covered.

Data on the Los Angeles county

government was the first infor-
meation secured, aided by the
county bureau of efficiency. In

the city of Los Angeles it is ex-

pected the city efficiency bureau
will ald.
